THE LITTLE RED SCHOOLHOUSE 


West End residents are only too cognizant of overcrowded 
school conditions and the need for new schoolhouses. 

Double sessions, long bus rides, and overcrowded ele- 
mentary schools are only a few of the problems faced by 
local school boards, 

-But according to the California Teachers association. the 
West End is fairly well off with new schools in the process of 
construction, others being discussed and a district that is 
“fairly well off” financially. 

But in other parts of California and even San Bernardino 
county, according to a statement by Roy Simpson, state super- 
intendent of public instruction, the fabled “little red school- 
house” of yesterday was almost a luxury compared to facilities 
now being used to educate thousands of California children. 

Inadequate as it may be according to present standards, 
the little red schoolhouse (hundreds of ‘which still are in use 
in California) was at least built for school purposes, he said, 
adding that ‘no one ever expected abandoned chicken houses, 
a vacant barroom, basements, or war surplus warehouses to 
be used as schoolrooms.” 

Inspection of makeshift facilities in every section of the 
state and reports from scores of districts not visited show 
that hundreds of such structures are being used as schools 
this year, Simpson reported, 

‘In San Bernardino county,” Simpson continued, “several 
school districts are using tents, while in nearly every part 
of the state one can see the war-born Quonset huts adapted 
to schoolroom purposés. 

“Most of these structures are poorly lighted and inade- 
quately ventilated. Temperatures are impossible to control 
during weather extremes.” 

“With the school population due to increase nearly a mil- 
lion more during the next 10 years, our entire educational 
program will break down in hundreds of communities unable 
to finance adequate school construction unless the state uses 
its credit to obtain money for loans and grants to these distress- 
ed districts,” Simpson stated.
